HOOVER FOREGUES 
TRIP IN ORDER TO 
CLEAR UP WORK 


Changes Mind About At- 
tending Bohemian Club 
Play and Stays ‘Home 
Over Week-End.

PALO ALTO, Cal. Aug. 4.— 
Changing his mind overnight, Her- 
bert Hoover today abandoned his 
contemplated trip to attend ‘“Nan- 
da,” the annual play of the San 
Francisco Bohemian club, of which 
he is a member. 

After getting his acceptance ad- 
dress out of the way iate last 
night, Hoover found such an ac- 
cumulation of mail and details of 
party affairs awaiting his attention 
that he deemed it advisable to 
give them his attention over the 
week-end. 

Beginning Tuesday the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee may 
make another automobile trip into 
the California mountains, possibly 
to Yosemite Park for a few days of 
rest and recreation in advance of 
the notification ceremonies in Le- 
land Stanford University stadium 
next Saturday afternoon. 

Before leaving, Hoover will con- 
fer Monday with Dwight Davis. 
Secretary of War, who is here on 
his way to Honolulu and also with 
some party leaders, although the 
more important of his political 
conferences will be put over until 
late next week and early in the 
week following.

The trout are fed a mixture of liver, 
bought by the ton from Elliot Packing Co., and e 
mush made of Red Dog flour and middlings, It is 
grayish green in color and is thrown to the “tame 
trout” from a large spoon, so that the Pierce estate 
trout are actually “fed with a spoon.” 

Some of these hatchery fish occasionally get 
into the river, but most of those free in the river 
are regular ‘‘wild fish.” Naturally, the fishing is 
good on this estate, covering 4000 acres along the 
river, because that portion of the river is little dis- 
turbed by other anglers, and is hard to get to, 
anyway.

President’s Finest Rod Was a 


Present From ‘ihe Boy Scouts 
likes his Brule trout and his Brul 
country. In the winter when he is not guiding 
“on the stream’’ as Bruleites term it, he makes 
a wonderfully light and substantial canoe-boat, 
of cedar. Dozens of them are in use on the river 
and they divide honors among fishermen with 
another boat of the same type made by Joseph 
Lucius of Solon Springs. Lucius’ boats have been 
used by expeditions in far lands. At present La 
Rock is making a birch bark canoe for the President 

The President's fishing outfit includes several! 
rods, the finest of which is a nine-foot one, weigh- 
ing exactly five ounces, presented to him by the 
3oy Scouts of Superior. His line, which he has 
used so far this summer without changing, is an 
enameled silk line, double tapered, of about size 
’. This is about a medium size. A tapered iine 
casts easier, it is declared, although many fly fish- 
ermen think the advantage is so slight as to be o! 
no practical value. The theory is that the line 
must be light and fine at the end so that it will 
light .on the water easily, and heavier and with 
“body” nearer the rod, making it easier to bandle, 
especially in the breeze. 

The President's line is dark brown. 
your fancy tam bark eolored or camouflaged lines

is put on at frequent intervals. 
is a requisite in dry fly work, where the fly is 
supposed to remain on the surface of the water. La 
Rock does not apply the dressing and it is pre- 
sumed one of the summer White House servants 
or the President himself takes care of this de- 
tail. Deer fat, so-called, is usually used in this 
country for the purpose. 

The President does not use an oil bottle to keep 
his flies free from water and floating. He dries 
his flies by making false casts in the air. This 
method is not positive and for this reason it is 
practically certain that a great deal of the Presi- 
dent’s so-called dry fly fishing is, in reality, wet 
fly fishing, for the dry flies gradually soak up 
water and then sink. New flies are provided every 
morning, and La Rock puts them on the single 
dropper on the leader and on the end loop while 
the President looks on. Mr. Coolidge has acquired 
the knack of tying a proper fisherman’s knot to 
connect the gut leader.with the line and also knows 
how to loop properly the snelled flies onto the 


leader dropper and loop. 


Says the President Is Silent 
as Ever When on Fishing. Trip 


The President is as silent on the river as he is 
declared to be while playing the great game of 
politics, declares La Rock. He does hot net his 
fish himself, allowing La Rock to do this. This 
is the usual custom when one fishes with a guide 
on the Brule or other trout streams. Recently the 
President has made several “‘doubles” catching two 
trout on one cast. On all occasions he has shown 
“fair skill” in playing his fish, declares La Hock. 

While no presidential tackle has yet been broken 
by large fish, lots of large ones have got away. The 
President has not used worms since coming to the 
Brule, declares La Rock. Only once did he Vary 
his fishing, using a Colorado spinser for a short 
time. Since ne uses only flies, the President is 
never bothered by suckers, a pest that Makes the 
worm fisherman no end of trouble on the Brule. 

La Rock dec!sres the President pursues his sport 
with the serious intensity that one might expert 
from the silent man from Vermont. He seidow 
speaks and at times he and La Rock are on the 
river for an hour or more without a word passing 
hetween them. The white collie dog, Rob Ro) 
which has been taken on some of the trips, proved 
a nuisance and is being left home more and more, 
although the dog has been disciplined by the Presi- 
dent for creating a furore when fishing time comes.

Supplies Windbreak When 
Coolidge Wants to Cast Fly 


It is easy to get a man out of the wind when 
fishing the Brule, points out La Rock, because of 
the sheltered nature of the deep Brule Valley and 
the protecting trees which come to the very edge 
of the river and serve as a windbreak. It takes 
an expert fly fisherman to put his flies “on the 
spot’ in a wind and, as La Rock says, “the 
President is not an expert,” although he predicts 
that he will be before the summer is Over. 

Mr. Coolidge has not yet arrived at that state 
of perfection where he fishes only “‘the rise,” but 
casts here and there over the surface in the hope 
a fish will be attracted. The dry fly purist, usuat- 
ly found only in England, disdains to fish any 
other way except to wait for a fish to rise, “call 
his shot’ and then lay his fly on the water near 
where the rise occurred, with the intention of 
catching only that trout. 

“The President can place his fly within a 3-foot 
circle at a distance of 30 feet,” declares La Rock, 
which is pretty good fly casting for one who is not 
rated as an expert. 

Mr. Coolidge is very careful about handling his 
rod and files and is particularly cautious to see 
that his flies do not get caught on brush on the 
shore or on La Rock’s ear on the “back cast,” 
La Rock emphasizes the point of the President's 
carefulness, declaring he is as watebful of bis fly 
as any man he has ever taken on the river. 

The President’s fishing outfit contains two small 
aluminum boxes, one a round box in which to keep 
leaders and the other a long and flat one in which 
to keep flies. He does not use expensive pigskis 
fly books, although students of Central High 
School presented him with an elaborate leather- 
covered tackle box, more suited to the needs of the 
bait caster, who fishes with wooden plugs and the

Germany Buying 
Increased Number 
Of Automobiles 


Now More Than 75,000 Motor | 
Vehicles In Berlin — 
Alone. 


BERLIN, Aug, 4.—Automobiles | 
are gaining ground steadily in Ger- 
many. 

There are now more than 75,000 
automobiles and motor cycles in 
use in Berlin alone, and this num- 
ber probably will be increased by 
about 6000 every month during this 
season. In Berlin dealers sold 3523 
new cars and more than 2000 mo- 
tor cycles. The Police Autotmobile 
Department has issued a statement 
showing that jn the first half of 
June an average of 265 licenses per 
day were issued for new cars and 
motor cycles. 

At the same time, German auto- 
mobile exports doubled during the 
last 12 months. While there were 
cars totalling 5,000,000 marks ex- 
ported during the first quarter 
1927, the export of automobiles 
during the same period 1928 
amounted to 10,000,000 marks. 

This was mainly due to an in- 
creased demand for German pas- 
senger cars. The export of trucks 
dropped from 3,600,000 to 2,220,000 
marks durjng the last 12 months. 
But the na anh of foreign, especial- 
ly Americah trucks, also dropped 
from 439 to 55 during that period. 

In the passenger car line, how- 
ever, foreign competition in the 
German automobile market made 
itself more felt than ever.

iftg at a fair rate of speed. 

“Move on” seems to be the 
watchword on the high. ays in the 
open country, and this, together 
with the campaign to eliminate 
speed traps and roadside courts, 
has done much to facilitate the 
movement of the ever-increasing 
number of automobiles.

Hupmobile this week presents its 
new automobile for 1929. A ful 
line of the new cars, in both six 
and eight-cylinder models are be- 
ing displayed today for the first 
time in St. Louis by the Weber Im- 
plement and Auto Co., the Hupmo- 
bile distributer here. 

In the Eight group are included 
the four-door sedan, two-door se- 


dan, four-passenger coupe, two- 
passenger cabriolet with rumble 
seat, five and seven-passenger 
phaeton and two-passenger sport- 
ster with rumble seat. 

The Six line presents the same 
body types and in addition offers 
selection of two-passenger cabrio- 
lets both with and without rumble 
seats, 

The new series cars are avail- 
able in both standard and custom 
equipped styles. The custom 
equipped differs from the standard 
in that it provides either six wood, 
wire or disc wheels, with two 
spares mounted in front fender 
wells, and has also chromium plat- 
ed cowl lights and cowl bands aa 
well as a trunkrack at the rear. 

Standard wheel equipment con- 
sists of wood wheels with extra 
rim mounted at the rear, These 
are available in either natural vr 
painted wood wheels. The cars are 
also furnished with five wood, wire 
or disc wheels, the additional] 
wheel being mounted at the rear 
instead of having two wheels at 
the -sides. 

In this way the following classi- 
fications of wheel equipment are 
available: The standatd car with 
five disc, wire or wood wheels, 
with extra wheel mounted at the 
rear; and the custom equipment 
with six wheels, of which two are 
mounted at the side, Hupmobile is 
one of the few cars offering nat- 
ural finish wood wheels mounted 
in front fender wells. 

The whole design of the new 
Century model is so handled that 
no mechanical parts obtrude and 
from every angle the designer's 
conception of unbroken and com- 
plete harmony is transmitted with 
full effect to the eye of the be- 
holder, ‘This is especially notice- 
able in the handling of sheet metal. 
Last year sheet metal was extended 
so far in the Century design that 
even the gas tank, usually left ex- 
posed in motor cars, was complet2- 
ly hidden, and at the front end the 
spring ends were similarly treated. 
In the new cars the hood sill and 
front splash guard under the ra- 
diator have been extended forward 
to cover the front spring shackle 
while the fuel tank cover has been 
also extended to cover the rear 
spring shackle. By the _ use of 
grooves, curves and contours a 
highly refined appearance has been 
attained. 

As in last year’s car, bumpers 
are chromium plated and have a 
colored enamel design worked out. 
In the custom equipped cars they 
extend the entire width of the car, 
providing adequate protection 
which would otherwise § be lost 
when spare tires are carried in the 
front fenders. Frame ends are 
designed with integral and sub- 
stantial bumper seats—a practice 
which was one of the numerous 
touches of originality in the Cen- 
tury design. 

In addition to its effect on ap- 
pearance, the new Century body 
construction gives an unusual de- 
gree of rigidity and strength, Un- 
usual care, for example, is taken 
to assure silence and eliminate 
squeaks, rattles and other noises 
at no fewer than 123 points of 
eontact in every Century sedan. 
Bodies are of the composite type, 
wood and steel being employed for 
strength and resilience.

In a similar manner, Columbia 
system wires will run from Palo 
Alto to San Francisco, then to Chi- 
cago, whence a loop will run to 
WOR, Newark, key station of this 
network, and the other stations, 
including KMOX, linked with it. 

Cost of transmitting the Hoover 
and Smith addresses over the regu- 
lar networks will be borne by tle 
broadcasting companies and tie 
stations involved.

The time for the Hoover broad- 
cast has been calculated with tie 
idea of getting as large an audierce 
as possible in the Middle West and 
in the East. Choice of Saturd.uy 
made it unnecessary to shift pro- 
grams sponsored by commercial 
companies. Political observers dis- 
agree whether Hoover or Smith 
will gain an advantage from the 
difference in days chosen. Offi- 
cials of the broadcasting companics 
say that booth speeches will be of 
such compelling interest that they 
will attract maximum radio audi- 
ences, no matter when they go on 
the air. 

Gov. Smith has changed the time 
for his speech of acceptance. Orig- 
inally he scheduled his notification 
ceremonies for 5 to 6:30 Central 
Time. He has advanced the period 
to 5:30—7. 


While the Hoover and Smith ac 
ceptance speeches will be carried 
gratuitously by the chain statios, 
the National Broadcasting Co. has 
announced that campaigns follow- 
ing the adcresses will be on a reg- 
ular charge basis, but that no panty 
preference will be shown. 

“We fully appreciate the grest 
importance of broadcasting in ike 
coming campaign,” said M. Ii.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 

OU leave New York on July 1 
y when the air sizzles and the as- 

phalt melts and the figures on 
Broadway have the Janguid blurred 
outlines of a retarded motion pic- 
ture. You come back on Aug. 1 and 
the air is still sizzling and the as- 
phalt still melting, and Broadway’s 
passing show is, if possible, more 
languid and more retarded than 
before. As far as any visible change 
in the scene goes, that month 
might have been represented by 
the length of time it takes to post 
a letter and return to the same 
drowsy and uninspired party. 

There is, however, some intangi- 
ble change not reflected in the 
brassy glare of a sun still unquali- 
fiedly of midsummer. It ts not 
only a matter of the few stray vel- 
vet hats displayed among the chif- 
fons of the shop windows or the 
autumn covers on the magazines 
{that inevitable girl has stopped 
drifting in a canoe and is now rak- 
ing autumn leaves) or even (for 
Broadway) in the distant buzzing 
of rehearsals behind the locked 
doors of the closed theaters. 

It is as vague as the fugitive 
whiffs of autumn smoke which 
miraculously creep through the 
petrol fumgs and !t brings again 
for another year that promise of a 
new season which Is always so 
much more exciting and glamorous 
and provocative than any actual 
season could possibly be. 

It is well to remember this from 
year to year, thus sparing yourself 
the discouragement of realizing all 
over again that all seasons look 
good when they’re far away. There 
are few plays that justify that 
breathless moment of expectancy 
which comes with the first darken- 
ing of the theater and the rise of 
the footlights. Yet the weariest 
and most disillustoned playgoer 
still feels that moment and some- 
thing of its same quality hangs 
over these weeks just before 
Broadway wakes up to another 
theatrical year, 


HE managers’ announcements 
have the beguiling promise of 

a gardener’s catalogue and you 
read them with the same fatuous 
expectancy in spite of a faint, sick 
certainty that they may not quite 
come off as advertised. There 
are a few, however, in the sketchy 
records of the next few months, 
which may be reasonably expected 
to justify the pathetic hopes of 
the returning vacationist. With a 
partial list of the fall promises 
before me, it seems not too optim- 
istic to expect the best of these: 

“Faust” the Theater Guild’s pro- 
duction of Goethe’s play from the 
version by Graham and Tristram 
Rawson. A German director, 
Friedrich Holl, will stage the piece 
which has a generous case of Guild 
players. 

“The Front Page’—a play of 
newspaper life by Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthur which created 
a small furore on the road and is, 
even at this early date, heralded 
as another hit for Jed Harris.

The Era of the Talkies Has Set in and the Days 
of Peace and Quiet in the Cinema Palaces Have 
Come to an End—Stage Producers in New York 
Prepare to Cut in on the Game by Screening Their 
Own Plays and Sending the Films on the Road.

' 


ONE are the days of peace and quiet in the gilded cinema palaces 
for with the Ambassador and Loew’s introducing the talkies this 
week the era of the new sound-movies, which began at the Grand 
Central sometime ago, is now fairly well launched in St. Louis. 
The Missourt is to follow suit shortly and the St. Louis is expected 
to do likewise. Most of the smaller neighborhood houses are being 
equipped with the sound reproducing devices so that during the 
winter the patient customers who are in search of a comfortable 
theater in which to keep warm and snatch an hour or so of sleep 
will have a difficult time getting away from the bedlam which will 
accompany the celluloid dramas. 

Neither the Ambassador nor Loew's has a real talkies this week. 
In the feature picture at the former cinema palace Richard Dix 
is performing with the sound effects limited laregely to the noises 
which go on during the playing of a baseball game. The musical 
accompaniment to the picture however will be entirely mechanical 


and the short reel subjects on the program will be yiataphoned or 
moviéetoned or whatever the system is that the Ambassador is using. 
Over at Loew's the sound effects will be in connection with the news 
reels. 


scenario writers that the style of film writing is rapidly ehang- 

ing, thanks to talking pictures. 

Those little portable typewriters on which so many master- 
pieces have been written may have to be traded for machines with 
double-width carriages, and the scenarist will have to become ac- 
customed to blending sounds and sights in his manuscript, 

The latest system of turning out a sound-picture continuity is to 
use a statistician’s typewriter with a carriage half a yard wide, using 
‘half the width of the paper for sound-notations and the other half 
for dramatic action. 

Henry McCarty, who wrote the script of Douglas MacLean’s new 
picture, “Carnation Kid,” uses a two-color ribbon on his boulevard- 
width typewriter, typing all sound-stuff in red and all sight-stuff 
in black. The finished description of one scene consists of a red 
column of sound notes and a black column of action, with words 
to be spoken by the players appearing in red here and there on the 
black side of the page. 


A love scene, for example, would have on the right-hand side 
of the page, in black, a description of the impetuous embraces of 
the hero and the shy glances of the heroine, with an “I love you!” 
popping out somewhere in red ink amid the black sentences. On 
the left, typed all in red, would be such notations as “twittering of 
birds near the open window,” and “the distant chiming of church 
bells.” | 

Incidentally, it may comfort some people to hear that profanity 
can be edited out of a sound-picture without “retaking” the dialogue 
in which the offensive expression appears. Sound-film experts 
already have repaired one scene in which an actor playing poker 
forgot the microphone. Part of the swear-word was literally wiped 
off the sound-track in the laboratory, and what was left sounds like 
a harmless exclamation.

Right now, in the feverish anxti- 
ety to get talking films on the screens the producers are wildly en- 
deavoring to collect actors with talking voices which will reproduce 
well. What they will talk about seems to be a secondary condition 
which does not augur well for the first crop of sound films. As & 
matter of fact it is the securing of worth-while plays, and not in the 
perfection of the mechanical devices, which will prove the stumbling 
block to this new form of entertainment. But this does not seem 
to bother the usually short sighted movie man. Right now he is ia 
a hurry to cash in on the publicity being given the talkies. The 
question of good screen plays will be taken up later when the novelty 
clone of the sound film fails to draw in the cash customers, 

Just to show how the movie magnates of the country are being 
swayed by the oncoming talkies it might be mentioned that about 
400 theaters are now projecting sound pictures and more than 40° 
more have already contracted for equipment which will be ready 
for operation by midwinter. Here in St. Louls practically every 
motion picture house, which includes the smaller neighborhood the- 
aters, will bave one sort or another of the sound machines in op- 
eration about Christmas time. 

And over all this rush of installation hangs the thought of 
what the General Electric Company and the Radio Corporation of 
America are preparing to do in the way of putting on a play in 
New York and showing it at the same time on screens of their own 
throughout the country—e feat which, sooner or later, will be 
accomplished,

Sir Charles countered by filing a 
divorce suit on his own initiative in 
the Jefferson County Court at Louls 
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ville. He charged abandonment and 
offered to deposit $112,000 in Gov- 
ernment bonds, the interest on which 
was to be used for the maintenance of 
Lady Ross in such a manner as the 
court might direct. On May 17, 1924, 
Judge Lafon Allen dismissed the suit 
for lack of jurisdiction, holding that 
neither Sir Charles nor Lady Ross 
was a resident of Kentucky. 


It was now Lady Ross’ inning. She 
retaliated by filing suit in the courts 
of Edinburgh, naming the American 
woman as co-respondent. When the 
suit was brought to trial, Sir Charles 
asked for an adjournment, saying he 
wished to get evidence from members 
of the hunting party. This was 
granted 

By the time the case was again 
called Sir Charles and his solicitors 
had hit upon a most astute way to stop 
the suit. His solicitors declared that 
the wealthy Scotch baronet was no 
longer a citizen of Scotland, since he 
had established residence in New York. 
It was argued that, therefore, the Ed- 
inburgh court had no jurisdiction. 

Lord Morrison, the presiding Jua- 
tice, accepted this view and dismissed 
the case. Lady Ross was as effectively 
stalemated as Sir Charles had been at 
Loulsville. Even more so, perhaps. 
for the divorce laws of the State of 
New York are so strict that it is al- 
most impossible to secure a divorce 
without the connivance of both hus- 
band and wife. 


There seemed nothing more to be 
done.

LONDON. 
OURNERS, inciud- 
ing the sorrowing 
widow, neighbors 
and friends, who 
gathered in the 
Forest of Dean, 
near Gloucester, in 
the West Country, 
for services over 
Harry Pace, a 
eheep farmer, were thrown into con- 
fusion some months ago by the ap- 
pearance of the Coroner. 

This official demanded the right to 
perform an autopsy. There was no 
disputing his authority, although his 
interference was resented, and the 
funeral was halted. The autopsy was 
performed. Not long afterward Bea- 
trice Annie Pace, the widow, stood ac- 
cused of murder. Nine and a half 
grains of arsenic—four times a fatal 
dose—had been found in her husband's 
body. 

Criminologists who. followed the 
course of the subsequent trial see 
many parallels to the case of Made- 
leine Smith, who was tried in Scot- 
land in 1856 for administering arsenic 
to a sweetheart who had threatened 
to show her letters to her father. In 
both cases there was evidence to show 
that the dead men had taken the poi- 
son on several different occasions. 
Roth finally succumbed to a very large 
douse, far beyond what is theoretically 
necescary to cause death. Both men 
died in agony. Sufficient evidence was 
introduced at both trials to show reas- 
Onable motivation for the similar 
crimes. In both instances popular 
Sympathy was strongly with the ac- 
cused women. And both women were 
acquitted. Here, however, the paral- 
lel ends. 


HE Widow Pace’s acquittal the 
other day was the occasion for 
one of the most extraordinary 
scenes in English judicial history, the 
climax of a series of similar demon- 
strations. Thousands waited in the 
rarrow streets of Gloucester to cheer 
her when the verdict was announced. 
Sixty special police had the greatest 
difficulty controlling the crowds. Tick. 
ets of admission to the small court- 
room in Shire Hall were at a premium 
throughout the trial and half a dozen 
novelists attended every sitting of the 
court A fund for Mrs. Pace’s defense, 
started by neighbors and friends, was 
subscribed to all over England and 
reached a total of more than $650v. 
The grim cruelties and the sordid 
meanness disclosed at the trial of 
Mrs. Pace are in marked contrast to 
the neat dispatch with which the triai 
of Madeleine Smith was conducted. 
Edmund Pearson, specialist in mur- 
ders, chronicling the latter case, states 
that no one was very much interested 
in convicting Miss Smith, since all true 
Scotchmen felt that her sweetheart 
had greatly wronged her. She was 
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vivacious and attractive and never 
once lost her poise during the trial. 
Her father was a man of influence and 
some wealth. Much of the evidence 
that might have served to convict her 
was ruled out by the Judge. 

Mrs. Pace is a drab, unattractive 
woman of 35, who has borne 10 chil- 
dren, five of whom are living. The 
trial marks the first time in her life 
when she was not incessantly drudg- 
ing. A statement which she made to 
Scotland Yard inspectors, and which 
was introduced as evidence, goes back 
to the beginning of her marriage:

He tied me to the bedstead with a 
rope, apparently for nothing, and left 
me all day while he went to work, 
untying me when he came home. 

“That same night I ran away from 
home after he was asleep. When he 
went to bed he took up a small pistol 
und put it under his pillow. He fol- 
lowed me to my father’s house about 2 
o'clock in the morning. 

“He has always been cruel to me. 
but the time we were living at my 
home he used to treat me better. On 
one occasion he got the blankets off 
the bed, put some paraffin on them, 
and set them on fire. This was at 
night. My little girl and I had to 
sleep out. 

‘He also dug a hole in the garden 
and buried my baby's clothes. I went 
back and found all the doors locked, 
and we had to sleep on some straw in 
the pig sty. 

‘He repeatedly threatened to mur- 
der me with a razor. We left that 
house and he was just the same at our 
new home. One day, in a temper, he 
obtained a hatchet, forced my head on 
the table and struck at me with the 
hatchet. I managed to get my head 
out of the way.”’ 

She told in detail of Pace’s {llness. 
beginning in July, 1927: 

“I went myself for the doctor and 
he came. Even then I did not think 
he was going to die, and had hopes of 
him getting better. He was conscious 
to the last and wished his children 
good morning. ... 

“I constantly looked after him and 
did everything I could for him. .

Later 
the 10,000-ton cruiser Suffolk, bound 
for China, was ordered to intercept 
Captain Daniel's ship. The Suffolk 
changed her course. but before she had 
Fone any great distance she reported 
her services were no longer required 
and set out once again for China.

Bay. Wil! try to intercept her by 
10:30 tonight. Could Suffolk help to 
locate and render possible assistance?”

That evening, June 
18, there was a passen-

Captain Daniel was in- 
formed the stowaways 
had left their quarters, 
that they were mingling 
with the passengers at 
the dance, behaving ina 
disorderly manner and 
molesting .the women. 
Their Cuban ringleader 
cursed the assembled 
guests, demanding that 
they pay his passage: he 
called them a measly 
lot. and announced he 
had been a stowaway on 


The course of the Jervis Bay. 


HE Jervis Bay. with something 
more than 400 passengers 
aboard. sailed from Fremantle 
on June 16. It was her last Australian 
port of call, for she had worked her 
way along the coast from Adelaide 
Shoving off from Fremantle, she nosed 
her 13,000-odd tons into the Indian 
Ocean and set out across that sea for 
Colombo and Ceylon. All was well. 

But on the first day out, four stow- 
awavs were discovered mingline with 
the passengers and sleeping in empty 
cabins. The same evening three more 
of them were found. They al] were 
Britishers, who, when brought before 
the captain, announced they were try- 
ing to make their way back to En- 
gland. Captain Daniel, a man of 53. 
an Englishman who had made _ “his 
home in Australia for a number of 
years, an officer high in the regard of 
the Commonwealth Line, under whose 
flag the Jervis Bay sailed, was in- 
clined to be lenient with his unex- 
pected guests. He restricted them to 
the afterdeck and ordered them to 
be given the same food~ served the 
ehip s passengers. 

But there was stil] another stow. 
away aboard. He was the last to be 
discovered. His name was Arthur 
Jackson, a Cuban half-caste, and it 
was not long before it became only 
too obvious he was the leader of them 
all. Like the others, he was restrict- 
ed to the after-deck. And though 
these men were given cabins to sleep 
in, when brought before Captain Dan- 
je] the next morning and ordered to 
work for their keep and passage, Jack- 
eon and another of his band, one John 
Anderson, refused to do the task set 
cut for them, that of washing down 
the deck. Te other six were set to 
cleaning brass work but, evidently dis- 
couraged in their labor by the ex- 
ample of their leader, they too went on 
strike. 

Captain Daniel then ordered them 
evicted from their cabins, restricted 
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11 previous occasions, 
and each time the pas- 
sengers had made up a 
nurse to pay his wary. 

Before the captain could get to the 
saloon in which the men were run- 
ning amuck, the mate came upon them 
and ordered them hack to their quar. 
ters, They replied hy jeering at him 
and insultine him, and the officer 
finally knocked the ringleader down. 

A genera! melee followed: The cul- 
prits dashed out of the saloon and 
ran riot down the decks. Frightened 
women sought refuge in their quar- 
ters and distressed mothere ran about 
the ship eathering up thetr children 
and dragerine them to safety 

Finallv, the rioters were cornered 
hy ships officers, some of the crew 
and the. four British naval ratings. 
who were returning to England on-the 
completion of their service After a 
considerabie estrueele the stowawave 
were put in handenffs and confined to 


a cel) 


HE passengers and crew believed 
that the nuisance was under con- 
trol and that no more would be 


heard of the prisoners until they were 
landed at Colombo and turned over to 
the authorities. Everyone turned in for 
the night except, of course, the cus- 
tomary watch, and the Jervis Bay be- 
came just another peaceful passenger 
ship sailing across the Indian Ocean. 

All were unperturbed, evidently, but 
Captain Daniel. That officer, for some 
reason, did not seem to be at his ease 
For he sent out his first radio message, 
announcing the evening's affray, and 
ended it by asking if there was a 
man-o-war in his vicinity. 

Why Captain Daniel, experienced 
sailor that he was, should have done 
this is hard to determine. Upon the 
surface everything seemed to be in or- 
der with his ship and the disturbers 
evidently were safe in trons. There 
seemed no reason to believe there 
would be further difficulty. But send 
the message he did, whether because 
he had some strange premonition, be- 


cause he wished to insure his passen. 
gers’ and ship's safety by every pos- 
sible means, or because of some reason 
which he has not yet divulged. and 
still remains unknown. ; 

The ship's quiet was shortlived 

At 2 o'clock the next morning the 
watch reported the stowaways had 
forced their way out of their cell. In- 
vestigation showed that the Cuban had 
come in possession of a six-foot tron 
bar, which he had used to break his 
handcuffs and with which he _ § had 
forced the lock of his prison The 
search was on and four of the men 
their irons broken, were found wan.- 
dering near the stewardesses quarters 
Then the Cuban was discovered and the 
whole outfit of ruffians was bunched 
together by officers and men and. the 
miarch beean to the isolation hospital 
where the captain ordered them con- 
fined. 

Before they had been escorted very 
far the ringleader ran amuck and his 
followers joined him. Fierce hand-to 
hand fighting ensued. The stowaways 
were overpowered and taken up to the 
entrance of the hospital. when thev 
decided to give battle aeain 


HIS affray was even fiercer than 
that which had just preceded it 
The crew armed themselves with 
“life preservers and the four naval 
ratings were called. Finally the riot- 
ers were fought down into their quar- 
ters, but they refused to give in. Not 
until a hose was turned on them did 
they quiet down. Captain Danie! in- 
etructed the chief officer to put a 
natch over the head of the hospital 
etairs, and this was done. As only 
three of the stowaways still were in 
handcuffs, and as there were no more 
irons aboard with which to confine 
the other five who had broken out of 
theirs, the master ordered the irons 
off the three who still wore them, feel- 
ing it was not falr to confine part 
of them and not the others 

The four naval ratings volunteered 
to stabd guard Again the trouble 
seemed to be over. 

But Captain Daniel sent his radio 
declaring the situation serious and 
asking for speedy assistance. 

he master’s alarm was not imae- 
inary. A few hours later the prison- 
ers were at it again. 

Equipped this time with a formida- 
ble iron bar for a weapon, they were 
endeavoring to remove the hatches, 
and succeeded in loosening some of 
them before the hose again was 
turned upon them. That quelled them 
temporarily 

But a more serious disturbance fol- 
lowed. Flame and smoke began pour- 
ing from the ventilators and portholes 
of the isolation hospital, and the riot- 


ers began throwing flaming pillows 
and blanket« through the portholes 
into the sea. Hoses again were 
brought into play, the fire was put 
out and the desperadoes were quieted 
and left standing in two feet of water 

The gravest danger had threatened 
the Jervis Bay, but how grave it was 
very few realized. For only Captain 
Daniel, the chief officer and the chief 
engineer were aware that the electric 
rables which controlled the steering 
gear, connections vital to the steering 
of the Jervis Bay, ran over the roof of 
the isolation hospital, and had these 
been damaged the ship. with its more 
than 490 passengers, would have heen 
long delayed» while the crew rigged 
up a temporary steering apparatus. 
and had a «torm come upon it aes it lav 
rndderless {t might have meant dis 
aster 

Captain Daniel dispatched his nevt 
radiogram, terse, pointed, definite

UT aid did not arrive before the 
Bre atubborn and insistent 

began a second conflagration 
And as they burned more pillows and 
blankets, as the smoke tasued from 
the isolation hospital's ports and 
hatches, the ruffians tore their bunke 
apart and threw this wood and their 
lifebelts into the sea. It was their last 
effort The dependabie hose again 
was brought into play and thev were 
given such a drenching and drubhing 
from ite stream that their ardor for 
mutiny was definitely quenched 

The steering gear came through its 
danger without harm, as did a large 
quantity of. inflammable materia! 
etowed away on the upper deck 

Captain Daniel put the malcontents 
on a diet of biscuits and water, and 
though thev took unkindly to such 
fare and tossed the first lot of it into 
the sea, they made no further effort 
to raise the securing hatches. 

A microphone was secretly installed 
in the prisoners Quarters 60 any pian 
they cooked up might be intercepted, 
hut the only disturbance noted was a 
quarrel among themselves, when one 
of the number threatened the erst- 
while ringleader with, “I'll murder 
you, nigger, and I mean it A scuf. 
fle followed and the Cuban was seen 
with his back to the wall, fighting 
four of the others, who were attempt- 
ing to tbrottile him He was res¢ ued 
by a giant Irishman and quiet was re- 
stored : 

On the following Saturday the H 
M.S. Slavo)l was aighted on the hor'i- 
zon; she drew up alongside and a 
Lieutenant and 10 marines boarded the 
Jervis Bay But the stowaways in- 
sisted on having one more fling. They 
greeted the Lieutenant and his detail! 
with cries of ‘‘Here come the Boy 
Scouts.” and ‘“‘Come and get us 

Although their last dousing with 
the fire hose had left them standing in 


four feet of water-—a treatment that 
had kept them from further outbreak. 
but had after a time induced them to 
sing contemptuously, “It ain't gonna 
rain no more’'—they were given an 
other flood with the hose on the ar 
rival of the marines. After that the 
became model prisoners. It seemed the 
presence of the marine guard had a 
salutary significance 


EFINITE precautions were 
[) wx. to guard the stowaway, 
when they were landed at (o 
lombo on the following Monday after 
noon. They were brought ashore in 
three steam launches under a stron: 
guard of bluejackets from the H. M & 
Enterprise. Two harbor tugs followed 
ae escort. Great crowds were waiting 
on the two jetties in the hope of get 
nv a look at the men who had caused 
the community so much anxiety. but 
the authorities avoided the crowded 
jetties and landed the prisoners at the 
foot of the breakwater, whence thes 
were hurried to the Colombo polices 
court, where they were hroueht uy 
few minutes later. 

The stowawava looked thorough! 
dirty, tired and cowed Moat of then 
were coatiess, and such coats as the: 
had were in shreds, while the shirts 
of all were. torn to ribbons. Ther 
looked as though they had just been 
hauled out of the sea. and were he 
ginning to regain consciousness The: 
were unshaven, unkempt, miserahl: 
All of them were big men 

When the prisoners were brought 
into court, the Crown counsel stated 
that the Government was willing that 
counsel should he allotted to the de 
fense if the prisoners so desired. The 
accused accepted as counsel a promi! 
nent advocate 

The Crown counsel! contended that 
the Colombo court had jurisdiction 
though the offenses were committed 
miles away at sea, but the stowaways 
barrister urged that the trial be held 
in England. Crown counse! quoted an 
imperial statute on the point, and ap 
plication for trial in England wae re 
fused 

The charges drawn against the pris 
oners were 

1 Heine stowaways in the Jervis 
Bay, and having obtained their pas 
sage without paying for the same 2 
wilfully disobeying the lawful orders 
of the master directing them to work 
3, continuing thereafter to disobey the 
commands of the master 4 having 
attempted to commit mischief by set- 
ting fire to the decks of the vesse!]: 6 
committing mischief by breaking thei: 
handcuffs and the locks of their cabi: 
door, and damaging their bedding 
with intent to cause wrongful loses to 
the owners of the Jervis Bay 

Captain Daniel gave evidence and 
his testimony was corroborated by the’ 
of the chief officer and several of the 
passengers. All of the men were con- 
victed of each of the charges but the 
foumh—that of attempting to set fire 
to the deck—and each was sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment aggregating 
five months and two weeks.

Obregon was born in 1880, the son 
of a prosperous family residing in the 
State of Sonora. He lived the life of 
a well-to-do Mexican boy, and got that 
sort of a lad’s education. When he 
attained manhood he became a ranch- 
er, and a prosperous one. His life was 
easy, his troubles few. 

For in those latter days of the last 
century the church in Mexico. stood 
triumphant and the civil arm, well in 
the harids of that continual President, 
Senor Diaz, brooked no disturbance 
and found very little. Mexico was re- 
markably at peace with itself, and 
young Alvaro Obregon, in pieasant 
Sonora, which is tucked up against the 
American border in far Northwestern 
Mexico, was distant from the capital 
of the republic and as distant from 
any grumblings that betokened in- 
ternal discomfort. 

Sonora has. great deserts. You 
may ride for many miles and see 
only sand and cactuses. Then the 
barren vista will be broken by an Oa- 
sis, a watered valley filled with wav- 
ing palms and green fields, a town 
with a fine church and streets of com- 
fortable houses surrounded by the 
huts of the peons. Every day seems 
like a Sunday afternoon and the urge 
is to quiet, peace and relaxation. The 
soft breeze blowing from the Gulf of 
Lower California, the leisurely busi- 
ness of living would not seem of a 
texture to breed patriots, men taking 
up the sword and marching off to the 
ware. 


ND up to his thirtieth year Al- 
Arr Obregon, prosperous and 
outwardly complacent, gave no 
evidence of becoming other than 
a still more prosperous” gentle- 
man of the warm garbanzo coun- 
try. In 1910, a young widower 
and the father of two children, 
he owned two ranches, and the town 
of Huatabampo lay between them. 
The fertility of his irrigated land gave 
him luxury, the soft Sonora climate 
and the pleasant breezes from the gulf 
put a mellow joy into his life, and in 
his plentiful leisure he instructed his 
children or amused himself in a ma- 
chine shop which was his plaything. 
There was another man in Sonora. 
not so prosperous as Alvaro Obregon, 
whose face felt the same soft breeze, 
who was exposed to the same waving 
palms, the same green fields. Bui 
Sonora’s ease and peace and quirt 
never seemed to take hold of Plutarco 
Elias Calles, who lived at Nogales or 
Hermosillo or Guaymas, as the no- 
tion took him. 

He was a schoo] teacher and a dis- 
turber of the established order of 
things. When he entered one of the 
pleasant towns he saw not the church 
or the waving palms, or the pretty 
senoritas strolling along the shady 
streets, but he saw the miserable ja- 
cales in which lived the poor. And 
he made speeches to these peons, told 
them they were being crushed under 
a vicious capitalistic system by the 
great land owners, and he bade them

rise and demand their rights. The 
populace applauded, for Mexicans are 
a polite people, and went back to their 
huts and frijoles and guitars. 

The year 1910 arrived—there was 
an ominous rumble in the byways of 
Mexico. 

Porfirio Diaz had long held abso- 
lute control of the land. His reign 
had not been fruitless, for under his 
hand there had come some good to the 
republic; resources had been devel- 
oped, commerce had thrown off its 
provincialism and become national and 
international, and new industries had 
sprung into being. 

But under the absolute government 
of Diaz abuses had filled the land. 
There were great riches on the one 
hand, miserable poverty on the other. 
There were two 
Classes in Mexico— 
the rich, living like 
iords, and the pe- 
ons, who were close 
akin to. slaves. 
That great back- 
bone and balance 
wheel of modern 
states, a middle 
class, was absent. 
Men close to the 
President used 
their privilege to 
enrich themselves 
—-graft was ram- 
pant—and the 
peons paid the 
bill. Discontent was the product. 

It increased. Mexican exiles in the 
United States and other countries used 
all the means at their command to 


hasten the overthrow of Diaz, Diaz—_ 


as they called him—the autocrat. Diaz 
the tyrant. 

It was Ramon Corral, Vice Presi- 
dent of the republic, believed by the 
opponents of the administration to be 
the leader of the sinister influence at 
work among those who had the Presi- 
dent’s fancy, who was singled out as 
the especial object of attack by the 
opposition. 

The storm was impending. But in 
the face of it Diaz supported Corral 
for re-election in the balloting of 
1910, and it was announced that 
Corral again had won his place. 


URING the month of September 
D of that year the hundredth anni- 

versary of the declaration of 
Mexican independence was celebrated. 
Jubilation spread over the confines of 
the land, there was much pomp and 
much ceremony, and special represen- 
tatives of foreign nations gathered in 
the capital to lend proper dignity to 
the merit of the occasion. 

But scarcely had the month of na- 
tional rejoicing ended when political 
unrest again began to make itself evi- 
dent 

Revolt reared its head against Diaz. 
Madero, a dreamer, rose through war

Weather, which means so much 
to the airman, is notably more se- 
vere in the South than in the 
North.

NEW YORK. 
HE has been 
called by a vari- 
ety of names— 
“the Colonel 
House of Gover- 
nor Smith's po- 
litical career,” 
‘“‘the am bassa- 
dor without a portfolio,’’ ‘“‘the 
power behind the throne.” And 
although Mrs. Henry Moskowitz 
herself would be the first to 
scorn these titles as ridiculous, 
they have a sufficient basis of 
truth to justify their existence. 

There has even come, from 
the camp of Governor Smith's 
enemies, the intimation that this 
forceful, concisely intellectual 
woman has exerted a Svengali- 
like influence on the Governor, 
a hint that she is the power be- 
hind the wings directing the 
singing of the Governor's politi- 
cal arias. This charge is, of 
course, absurd. 

Governor Smith has never 
failed to utilize the intelligence 
of those persons who have of- 
fered their services to him. He 
has always considered the view- 
points of others, has weighed 
them and adopted them when he 
believed them wise. This ex- 
plains the extraordinary rela- 
tionship that has existed for 
more than ten years between 
Mrs. Moskowitz and Governor 
Smith. 

Officially her power has been 
negligible. But unofficially, those 
closest to Gover- 


intelligent capabilities. Their in- 
timate friendship dates from 
Smith's first campaign for Gov- 
ernor of New York State in 1918.
